Nixon Leaves Convention 
To Be With Ailing Father 


WHITTIER, Calif., Aug. t t (f»—Vice President Nixon's father was 
taken critically ill today and his eldest son, considered ** shoo-in for re­ 
nomination tonight, flew here from the Republican National Convention 
to take up a bedside vigil. 
Little hope was held for recovery 
of 77-year-old Frank A. Nixon. 
The vie* president's father was 
stricken with a dissecting abdom­ 
inal 
aneurysm—bleeding of 
the 
major artery leading to the abdo­ 
men—in his home here at * a m. 
today. 
He suffered intense pain and, 
during the day, was intermittently 
unconscious. 
Vice President Nixon cancelled 
gU engagements and flew here 
from San Francisco after being 
Informed. He was accompanied by 
his wife, Pat, and brother, F. Don­ 
ald Nixon of Whittier and sister-in- 
law, Clara Jane. 
Depending 
After being with his father sev­ 
eral hours, Nixon told The Associ­ 
ated Press that his return to San 
Francisco Is dependent upon his 
father’s condition tomorrow morn­ 
ing. 
’ "My father's condition obvious­ 
ly is touch-and-go,” he said. "If 
his condition is worse or bad to­ 
morrow morning, I won’t go. If 
his condition permits, I will go. 
If he is in condition to say, I will 
leave it up to him whether I go." 
The elder Nixon was conscious 
when his sons arrived, and asked 
to talk to them. 
Despite his extremely critical 
condition, the father told the sons 
that he had been enjoying the 
Democratic and Republican con­ 
ventions on the television set at the 
foot of his bed. 
The senior Nixon was attended 
by the family physician and an 
internist, who have been treating 
him since he suffered a hemor­ 
rhage of stomach ulcers July 16. 
"It is very doubtful that he will 
survive," the physicians told news­ 
men knotted across the street from 
the white, two-story stucco house 
in this orange-growing suburb of 
Los Angeles. 
The doctors said the artery had 
ballooned, allowing blood to seep 
between the layers of the arterial 
walls. 
Because of Nixon's age, sur­ 
gery is out of the question, they 
said.

India Blocks 
Conference 
On Suez 


LONDON, Aug. tt tilt—Tndia’s 
V. K. Krishna Menon, backed by

ternational canal operation plan to 
Egypt for approval. A new air of 
crisis hung over the 22-nation con­ 
ference. 
Menon has said Egypt's Presi­ 
dent Nasser would reject the ma­

plan.

pleaded he 
needed more time to get fresh 
instructions from India's Prime 
Minister Nehru in New Delhi. 
The minority procedural man­ 
euver—asking for instructions—is 
a common one used to block final 
decisions in international meet­ 
ings. 
American sources branded it "a 
little filibuster." Secretary of State 
Dulles emerged angrily from the 
conference 
room 
in 
Lancaster 
House, where the two sides had 
exchanged biting words. 
Delay 
Dulles, who finally agreed to a 
24-hour delay, told the conference 
the U. S. pro|K>sal covered the 
views of countries representing 90 
per cent of the tonnage going 
through the canal, and added: 
"Every day we w-alt is a day full 
of grave import. . . We are as­ 
suming a grave .responsibility by 
delaying. If we cannot select a 
committee which will explain our 
views and can’t take a vote here, 
we are placing ourselves in a 
morass and in a situation of not 
being able to solve the problem. . . 
"Don’t let us forget that while 
we are talking, there is a situa­ 
tion of the utmost importance to 
the world. A situation is arising in 
the canal which has dangerous 
implications." 
Soviet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov also complained.

kids you have to fit into an already 
overcrowded school gets worse. 
For educators in most Monroe 
county districts the headache will 
not only be king-sized It will also 
be of a deadly variety uncurable 
by aspirin and impossible lo dis­ 
regard. 
Building problems are mulUple 
and acute in Monroe districts. Al­ 
most without exception the schools 
are not large enough. 
People are 
having babies and rearing them to 
school age in the short spun of six 
years. 
But, during the past six 
years, the extent of building or 
construction in nearly ail the dis­ 
tricts has lagged sadly and serious­ 
ly behind. 
For what reasons? 
Reasons 
Most of them, not surprisingly, 
are directly due to the economic 
tempo of the communities in which 
schools are located. Some of them 
have been connected with unwill­ 
ingness on the part of school di­ 
rectors to "go out on a limb" and 
say: This is the way It is. We’ve 
got too many children to take rare 
of in this small building. 
We're 
going to have to build. 
Taxes have risen in nearly all 
Monroe county districts. 
Today 
they are at an all-time overall high 
in the county. But most of the ex­ 
penses which brought these raises 
about hove been traceable to nor­ 
mal increases in the cost of pro­ 
viding the myriad necessities of 
the child in school. 
Take a look at any single part 
of your child's education. You’ll 
find that there is nothing which 
does not cost more. Textbooks, for 
example, have gone up. And there 
are newer books. And more of 
them. There are planned, systema­ 
tized physical education programs 
in even the smallest of local schools. 
Today’s child gets a chance to learn 
bond music, choral music, a little 
bit of dramatics. 
Each of these things is designed 
to broaden the horizon of each in­ 
dividual child In the school who 
can or will participate. But each 
of them is also an "extra" which 
parents 
have 
wanted 
in 
school 
systems for years. 
Years 
But the large bulk of added ex­ 
pense in operating schools lies in 
the maintenance of old buildings 
and antiquated equipment which 
should have been replaced years 
ago. 
Over a period of years teachers* 
salaries have gradually risen. 
There will be "more things” for 
the child to do, as a student But 
there will be less direct Instruction 
from his teacher because the teach­ 
er must tell each one of 45 students 
what he means and show most of 
them as much as he can. And 
there are less than eight hours 
in the .school day. 
In September, when the f i r s t 
school opens, there are signs that 
something a bit more than “just 
another schol year" may be be 
ginning, however.

U.S. Plane 
Shot Down 
Near Formosa 


WASHINGTON. Ai*. t« ti* The 
Navy imported tonight that one of 
its patrol planes was shot down 
by 
"unidentified 
aircraft" 
160 
miles north of Formosa. 
The announcement said that the 
P4M1 Mercator patrol plane was 
on "routine flight" about St miles 
off the China coast, "over inter­ 
national waters" when it reported 
it was under attack. 
The P4M1 normally carries a 
crew of nine. 
A Navy statement said the iden­ 
tity of the attacking aircraft "has 
not yet been determined." 
The Navy statement continued: 
"The commander of the U.S. 7th 
Fleet, Vice Adm. Stuart H. Inger- 
soll, has Initiated an air and sur­ 
face search for the plane or sur­ 
vivors and has provided air cover 
for the planes and ships taking 
part in the search.

That wiped out ail but vestiges 
of opi>oxition to Nixon and cleared 
the way for the GOP's 100th anni­ 
versary c o n v e n t i o n to wheel 
through the routine of thunder­ 
ing.its approval of another Eisen- 
hower-Nlxon ticket. 
Stassen himself stood by to sec­ 
ond Nixon's nomination. 
For the vice president, It was a 
day of mingled joy and grief. The 
illness of his father had called 
him home early this morning. 
But delegates assembled In this 
big. bedecked auditorium found 
only things to cheer about. Hat- 
lock gave them some. 
Millions of Americans, he said 
in his nominating speech for Ei­ 
senhower, were waiting for this 
moment. 
'."They are waiting.** he aald, 
"for the delegates to this conven­ 
tion to nominate a leader who by

Major Step 


THE GREATEHT single step ta­ 
ken In Monroe County education 
In 1955-56 was the legal formation 
of Pocono Mountains Jointure. 
This 
unified 
combination 
of 
school districts Is made up of eight 
formerly Individual boards: Cool* 
haugh, Barrett, Jackson. Paradise, 
Pocono, Mount Pocono, Tobyhanna, 
and Tunkhannock. 
Eventually It 
may also Include Buck Township 
from Luzerne County. 
The Joint district was first rec­ 
ommended and approved several 
years ago by the Monroe County 
board of school directors and by 
the State Department of Public 
Instruction. 


Discussions of the potential join­ 
ture began in mid-1955. Through­ 
out a lengthy series of talks and 
debates, the members of the eight 
boards stuck close to their original 
goal: To find a better way to pro­ 
vide more and finer education for 
all youngsters In all ai the dis­ 
tricts. 
A long parade of State education 
experts appeared before local board 
members. The move toward even­ 
tual jointure faltered a few times. 
But, In the end, the discussions got 
back on the track and, by year's 
end, the move for a larger, organ­ 
ized school district was Just around 
the coi ner. 
The jointure went Into legal ef­ 
fect on the first Monday In July. 
By that time — through conscien­ 
tious planning on the part of the 
large group of directors — an *‘in- 
terim" steering committee had Suc­ 
ceeded in studying most at the 
problems with which the jointure 
was to be faced In the early 
months of Its life. 
Most of those 
problems had been, at least tem­ 
porarily, solved. 
Today, the Pocono Mountains 
Jointure is preparing plans for a 
new secondary school. This school 
will serve all high school students 
in the eight-district area. Although 
It may not become a reality for 
two years, the jointure is moving 
ahead with foresight and planning.

in which 250 million dollars will be 
spent to increase aviation safety 
and get airports ready for the Jet 
plane age. 
The Civil Aeronautics Adminis­ 
tration announced nearly 200 sites 
for installation of the latest types 
of air navigation and traffic con­ 
trol 
equipment, 
including 
long- 
range radar units which eventual­ 
ly will blanket the nation. 
CAA said contracts will be let 
by November and installation of 
some 
of

complicated 
equipment should be started by 
late spring. These initial contracts 
call for the expenditure of a 75- 
ntillion-dollar fund available for 
the current fiscal year. Contracts 
for additional equipment will be 
let later.

safety 
program was set down as a Iac- 
year plan. In early summer, be­ 
cause of the Increasing need for 
safety improvements, the govern­ 
ment decided to telescope the plan 
and complete it in three years. 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
announced the step-up in speed in 
July and said that with additional 
money appropriated it would be 
"the greatest federal aviation pro­ 
gram in history."

Reporting Of Speeding Violations 
And Convictions Is Made Mandatory 


MAN WITH THE GOLDEN ARM 
Robert S. Alton Roporti 


Kart}* this year, when Gov. George M. 
lea d er first announce*! ins new program for 
graduated jtenalties for convicted speeders, 
The Daily Record appeared to l*o in the min­ 
ority camp when it took sides with th e g o v ­ 
ernor in a controversy that soon arose. 
While th i s newspaper did not attempt 
to pass judgment on Mr. Leader's new 
system , it felt the former automatic RO* 
day license suspension law w a s not the 
whole answer and solicited the support 
of m otorists in giving the new prog tam 
a fair test. 
In setting tip his sy s te m va ry in g from a 
warning for the first o ffen se to a 180-day 
license sus|>ension for third and subsequent 
convictions, Gov. Leader termed it “a more 
equitable system o f tensities while main­ 
taining our excellent highw ay safety stand­ 
ards.’’ 
It was obvious right from the start that 
some changes w e re going to have to te made 
in the program as tine* passed and weak­ 
nesses cropped up. as they have a habit of 
doing. 
Now the State Revenue Department has 
taken steps to plug a major loophole found 
not only in the current program against 
speeders hut one that plagued past programs 
as well. By distributing a standard arrest 
form to all Commonwealth law officials and 
by making the reporting o f all speeding 
violations and convictions mandatory, it has 
added needed teeth to the program and made 
it virtual? escape-proof. 
The State Police and many Commonwealth 


m agistrates, aldermen and justices of the 
peace have l>ern dutifully reporting arm #* 
and convictions to the Revenue Department 
all along. 
But some of the local authorities 
have not. 
Thus, a driver living in an area where the 
Ic* a! officials did not report his transgres­ 
sions to the State indefinitely could continue 
to drive and .jeopardize his fellow Pennsyl­ 
vanians, wine a motorist caught se e d lin g 
bv State Police or conscientious local officials 
and convicted, would suffer the full penalties 
of license su si sins ion or revocation, 


long as the reporting of these cases 
remained within the loose discretion of final 
authorities, those who didn’t follow through 
with the reports nullified equity for all our 
citizens under this program. 


Six months is t«k> short a |ieriod of time in 
which to pass absolute and final judgm ent 
on the effectiveness of the new program. 
There has not l>een time to weigh out court 
a p p a ls and court rulings on license suspen­ 
sions, the place where the preceding system 
broke How ti. 
Hut there can lie no argument on Rev­ 
enue Secretary Gleeson’s new reporting 
order. 
It removes the possibility of an 
erring motorist*s escaping from the pro­ 
visions of the speed law enforcement 
program in effect in Pennsylvania. 


Only by making it virtually impossible for 
even a few consistent offenders to by-pass 
state penalties can any program Is* truly e f­ 
fective.

History W ill Repeat at Jamestown 
H 
ISTORY of nationwide significance is being re­ 
created this summer along the James river, in 
Virginia, where preparations are booming for next 
year's commemoration of the landing of the first per­ 
manent English colony at Jamestown in 1607. James 
fort is being reconstructed. Tile Glasshouse has been 
reconstructed. Beyond it is tile rebuilt isthmus con­ 
necting Hie mainland with Jamestown island, as in 


the days of the colony. Colonial parkway is being 
extended from Williamsburg along the James river 
to Jamestown at a cost of $4,600,000. When completed, 
this parkway will link hi.storic Yorktown, Williams­ 
burg and Jamestown with one of the most aconic 
parkways in the nation. The first representative gov­ 
ernment in the New World was established at James­ 
town before the Pilgrim Fathers landed at Plymouth.

Including administrators and teach* 
yrs, was estimated at 71,800 or 
about 1.800 more than last year. 
The Dept. of Public Instruction 
estimated public school enrollment 
for the new term at 1.832.000. In­ 
cluding non-public schools, the to­ 
tal was estimated at 2,359,542 with 
1,582.000 
elementary 
pupils and 
777,600 high school students. 
Since 1953 when public school 
enrollment was 1.649.000 the Ag­ 
in es have 
been onthe Increase. 
But this year's three per cent jump 
from last year compares with a 
4.2 per cent increase for the pre­ 
vious year. 
However, Dr. Carl 
D. Morne* 
week, chief of the department's 
child accounting and research di­ 
vision. said that birth statistics are 
up eight per cent from last year, 
indicating a continued problem of 
increased school enrollment. 
The problem of Anding enough 
qualified teachers faces most of 
the 2,500 school districts across the 
slate, 
Dr. John K. Trayer, 
assistant 
director of the department's bu- 
i eau of teacher certioration and 
education, wild that tht problem 
was not only one of supply bul of 
distribution of the supply. 
Feeling 
Trayer said he did not feel the 
new* teacher salary 
law, raising 
minimums and granting an addi­ 
tional $200 raise for the 1956-57 
school year, “ produced any appre­ 
ciable results that yoo can put 
a Anger on toward 
solving 
the 
teacher shortage.” 
"It is a disturbing factor that 
too often Is overlooked — many 
teachers Just won't go where they 
can be used. 
There is quite a 
group that will not be available 
to teach because they will not go 
vheie they are needed," Trayer 
aa id. 
Trayer gave as reasons for this 
•buation the salaries offered by 
\ Hiatus 
districts, 
the 
pat titular 
areas of the state the district hap­ 
pens to he located in and the dis­ 
tance of the district from the 
teacher's home. 
Kame Fields 
He said that once again "it ap­ 
peals the shortages are In the 
same Acids as in the past 
such 
subjects as library science, home­ 
making, science and mathematics." 
One reason for this, he explained, 
is that teachers In these fields 
can get into other work so easily" 
and earn hefter pay. 
He estimated that there will be 
.3,000 elementary and 2,000 high 
school teaching positions to be Ail­ 
ed during the coining school year. 
An estimated 1,600 persons will be 
ginduated with training for ele­ 
mentary school work while another 
3.500 will graduate with training 
for high school teaching. 
However. Dr. Morncweck 
esti­ 
mated that based upon pa-t ex­ 
perience tile state can expect only 
about 1.100 of the new elementary 
teachers and 1,800 of 
tile 
high 
school teaching graduates to take 
Jobs in the state. 
Tools Of 
Learning Help 


MANY TOOLS of learning that 
children need should and can be 
acquired before teacher points out 
their value. 
lf there isn’t a good dictionary 
In the home of the school child, 
there should be. A good encyclo­ 
pedia is a “ learning tool" t h a t 
will serve for years. 
With education at all levels tak­ 
ing children's minds around th e 
world during class room instruc­ 
tion, every school child's home 
should have an atlas and if pox 
•ible a globe.
